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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the Applicant's communication filed on 4/1 1/2007. 

2. Claims 1-28 are pending and presented for examination. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on April 11, 2007 compUes with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, it has been placed in the appUcation file. The 
information referred to therein has been considered as to the merits. 



Response to Argumentis 
4. AppUcant's arguments with respect to claims 12-28 have been fully considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Double Patenting 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct fi-om the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g.. In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 6S6 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
VogeU All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
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with this appUcatiori, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 

iEffective January 1, 1994, a registered attomey or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

6. Claims 12-28 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-14 of U.S. Co-pending apphcation No. 

1 1/595,099. This is provisional-type double patenting since the conflicting claim is not yet been 
patented. 

7. It is noted that, the claims of the ihstant application are broader. The subject matter 
claimed in the instant application is fiiUy disclosed in the U.S. Co-pending application No. 

1 1/595,099 and would cover any patent granted on that U.S. Co-pending application since the 
U.S. Co-pending application No. 11/595,099 and the instant application are claiming common 
subject matter. Although the conflict claim is not identical, it is not patentably distinct from each 
other because of the following reasons: Claim 12 and claim 21 of the instant apphcation 
substantially recite the limitations of claim 1 and claim 9 of U.S. Co-pending application No. 
1 1/595,099. Let take claim 12 of the instant apphcation and claim 1 of the Co-pending 
application for illustration purposes. Claim 1 of the Co-pending application merely omits certain 
limitations and replaces by the bolded limitations in the instant application as shown in 
comparison table below.

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art of data processing at the time the 
invention was made to modify the steps as indicated claim 12 of instant application No. 
10/806,047 since the omission and addition of the cited limitations would have not changed the 
process according to which a method for content management comprising: receiving a user 
input entered in a pluraUty of grammatical structured text entry elements associated with a 
content subject, each of the plurality of grammatical structured text entry elements having a 
rhetorical structure to facilitate selective assembly into at least one sentence; storing the 
plurality of grammatical structured text entry elements in a data record associated with the 
content subject, the text entry elements configured in accordance with a structure based upon an 
audience profile; converting at least a portion of the data record into a structured format file 
supporting rhetorical elements, the structured format file including at least one grammatical 
structured text entry element of the plurality of grammatical structured text entry elements; and 
rendering an electronically displayable document using the structured format file, the 
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electronically displayable document including the at least one grammatical structured text entry 
element integrated into at least one sentence, the displayable document assembled in response 
to the audience profile. Therefore, the ordinary skilled artisan would have also motivated to 
modify claim 1 of the Co-pending application by adding the steps wherein the text entry 
elements configured in accordance with a structure based upon an audience profile... the 
displayable document assembled in response to the audience profile. The cited omitting 
elements would not interfere with the functionality of the steps previously claimed and would 
perform the same function. In re karlson, 136 USPQ 184 CCPA 1963). 

The dependent claims of the instant application included in the statement of rejection but 
not specifically addressed in the body of the rejection have inherited the deficiencies of their 
parent claims and have not resolved the deficiencies. Therefore, they are rejected directly or 
indirectly based on the same rationale as appUed to their parent claims above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
8.. The application has been thoroughly reviewed, upon searching a variety of databases; the 
Examiner respectfully submits that claims 1-11 are allowable in light of the prior art made of 
record. 

Reasons for Indicating Allowable Subject matter 
9. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon searching a 
variety of databases, the examiner submits that -management system containing a plurality of 
grammatical syntax elements having a rhetorical structure to faciUtate selective assembly into at 
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least one sentence with an audience profile stored in a memory, wherein the audience profile 
including a plurality of audience factors related to desired presentation of a content subject— as 
embodied in independent claim 1, in context with the other limitations of the claims was not 
disclosed by, would not has been obvious over, nor would has been fairly suggested by the prior 
art of record.
